General H V. Boynton next took the 


stand. He said that since July 8 Ire hud 
been on duty at Camp Thomas as an 
army officer. Governor Beaver called 
his attention to the criticisms of tho 
camp "site and asked h'm his opinion «f 
the location. 
General Bojnton, uho 


haa been a member of the park commis- 
sion for ni*ie yeais, has always been 
slon for nin« jearb, eaid that the paik 
had always 1 een considered one of the 
most healthful spots in tha country. 
There has never been a death in the pnrk 
force, and never a case of typhoid fever. 
Out of 2800 men employed, there were 
only seven deaths, und r.one of them 
was due to typhoid. 
In 1890, in the two 


counties In -uhicii the park was situ- 
ated, there had been only 12 cases of ty- 
phoid f*ver. 
The park was 650 to 700 


feet above the sea level, and the land 
wa» rolling and WAn drained, being free 
from Bwa-Tnps. 
The whole park was un- 


derlaid by maarnesian limestone, and it 
•was from under this that most of the wa- 
ter was secured. 
There were three 


sources for the supply, a number of 
eprlngra, the river and artesian veil. 
There were now 3C of these wella, and 
there were I'ine when th/comp a* f was 
Belected. 
The five springs, BO for as he 


kneTv, were inexhaustible, and only one 
had. been exhausted during the occupan- 
cy of the camp by the troops. The wells 
were also apparently inexhaustible. In 
addition 1,000,000 gallons were pumped 
every 24 hours from the river, and this 
water was distributed through tho cnmp 
by means of pipes. The river supply was 
not designed originally for drinking1 pur- 
poses, but for cooking, washing and other 
usea. 
However, the warer had been 


found to be quite pure. The stream was 
fed wholly by mountain springs. 
The 


river water had been analyzed three 
times chemically and ones bacteriologf- 
rally. 
The water had in each case been 


pronounced purs and entirely suitable 
for drinking: and domestic purposes. 
General Boynton remarked: "It was 
impossible for tho river water to be con- 
taminated. 
I know all about that, and 


I do not consider there is any foundation 
for that charge." 


The sinks were from SO to MO feet from 


the tents, and in Eomo Instances the 
kitchens wer« not farther than 20 feet 
from the sinks. 
Much of the kitchen 


offal waa burnfld, but in other cases tho 
•ffal was dumped Into kitchen sinks, and 
then at times It was hauled off and 
dumped in the woods contrary to orders. 
Men were obdurato about surh mutters, 
and it was difficult to properly police eo 
extensive a camp. 
The chief surgeon 


of tho camp hnd assured him that there 
was a dolly Inspection of the ulnks. 


The typhoid fever In the camp did not 


excite serious attention until about the 
middle of July, when the cases averaged 
about two ppr 1000. It afterwards In- 
creased until there were about <00 cases 
amonjc the 50,000 men. He hud slven oa- 
pecfal attention to the hospital of the 
•econd division of the Third corps, aa It 
had received the especial attention of 
the nt?isatIon*J prena. 
He had found 


that out of 2W2 cases of Illness In thi? 
hospital there had been only 276 cases o) 
typhoid. 
Th« fever had In aJl cases beer 


of a mild character. 
At one time, aftoi 


measles broke out In the ramp, the hos- 
pitals were crowded, thoiijrh he did nol 
think such hnd been the case at any othei 
time.

"I find also that a rubber hand twist- 


ed about a toe between the corn and tho 
foot is a handy remedy to stop the pain 
from a jumping corn. Corns are very 
liable to be troublesome when there is 
much hnmidity in the atmosphere. The 
rubber band seems to temporarily qniet 
the nerves in the toe* and iu this way 
atop the pain. As in the case of a band 
around the head, the presanre should not 
be tight enough to stop the circulation 
of the blood."—Washington Star.

The peasants leave for Wodan, 
or "the old one,1' a few ears of corn 
and a small number of apples, it being 
considered tiniuoky to strip either field 
or tree entirely bare.—rLippincott's.

Treasurer Haywood, for whom a war- 
rant has been issued In connection with 
the conspiracy charge, waa not in court, 
but It is promised that he will be hera 
on Friday to answer to his accuser. 


After a hearing lasting over thre* 


hours, the three were bound over loi 
appearance at the next term of court. 
Bail was fixed at $5000 in each case. 
The case goes on the list for trial at the 
term of court beginning: in November. 


The testimony produced by District 


Attorney Graham was In the shape ol 
about 20 letters and numerous telegrams 
covering a period from September, 1897, 
to February, 1898,. addressed by Sen- 
ator Quay to Cashier Hopkins, direct- 
ing the purchase and sale of large blocks 
of stock and arranging for the placing: ol 
margins, a httter from State Treasure: 
Haywood to the president of the Peo- 
ple's bank; a letter and telegram from 
Haywood to the cashier of the bank, and 
a private memorandum book of Cashier 
Hopkins, 
The lawyers representing the ! 


accused fought hard against the intro j 
duction of the latter, but it went in aa 
evidence nevertheless. 


The district attorney averred that th« 


evidence produced showed that Senatoi 
Quay had the use of $200,000 of the state's 
deposit of over $500,000 in the People's 
bank for stock speculation; that State 
Treasurer Haywood placed $100,000 of 
state funds in the People's bank to cer- 
tain accounts, one-third of it going tc 
Mr. McKee, all of which he claimed was 
a violation of the state law prohibit- 
ing a bank official from making1 sucli 
transactions, and that the accused per- 
sons were guilty of conspiracy in join- 
ing with Hopkins in these transactions 


There were only three witnesses. The 


first was Thomas W. Barlow, i£Hvei 
for the People's bank, and who is also 
a special assistant district 
attorney. 


Mr. Barlow stated that in his capacity' 
as receiver he opened the dead cashier's 
desk and found ainong other things a 
number of letters and telegrams, and 
a book containing memoranda In Hop- 
kins' 
handwriting. 
This booK, re- 


ferred to by Lawyer Shields as "the red 
book," was about a foot square and con- 
tained 200 pages. 
It figured sensa- 


tionaljy in the day's proceedings and 
waa the subject of much controversy. 
Mr. Graham did not succeed in getting 
the "red book" in evidence until he 
placed his thiad witness, Mr. Goldsmith, 
an (-xpert accountant, who has worked 
on the bank's books, on the stand. Mr. 
Sluipley protested that all of the rules o< 
evidence were against the admission of 
a private memorandum book in the 
manner sought by the district attorney 
ard insisted that the bank's books 
should be produced.

finally stuted that thla case was of such 
importance 
he 
felt 
constrained 
to 


admit anything that would throw light 
upon the transactions. 
The lawyers 


for the accused were compelled to ac- 
quiesce in this, and the case proceeded 
rapidly to a f lose. 


Quay Mak«» I>«nl»l, 


Philadelphia, Oct. 6.—In response to an 


Inquiry for a statement Mr. Quay said: 
"I think that no one who was present at 
the hearing today entertains any doubt! 
as to the truthfulness of the charge 
boldly made by my counsel, that this 
proceeding was instigated by political 
enemies of mine who hide behind the dis- 
trict attorney and will not permit him to 
reveal their namea; and that their sole 
purpose was to manufacture campaign 
literature by false charges that could 
not bp met and a-ijawered except on a 
trial in court. 


"Of counsa everybody knows that on 


such a hearing I could not be permitted 
to make any defense or show the falsity 
of these charges, and my counsel advise 
me it would lie worse than useless to at- 
tempt to do so at this time and in such a 
proceeding; but you may be sure that I 
have instructed them to force this case 
to a speeily trial in a court whpre both 
sides can be heard, and after that to ex- 
pose legally and punish to the utmost 
the instigators of this procepding. 


"As to the charges I have simply this 


to say that they are absolutely false and 
wholly without foundation. I have al- 
ways had an account with the People's 
bank, and have frequently instructed 
Mr. Hopkins to have brokers buy for me 
stocks which I thought were likely to 
rise in value; but they were always 
bought with my own mortey, or upon my 
own credit, and upon thoroughly good 
collateral, and the People's bank was 
always amply protected for any loans I 
obtained from it. Not a single share of 
stock was ever bought for me either 
directly or indirectly with public money, 
and my letters which were offered in evi- 
dence themselves clearly ehow this; nor 
did I ever have the use or benefit, cither 
directly or Indirectly, to the extent of 
one penny of any of the state's money 
on deposit In th« People's bank; nor did 
I ever obtain from the bank the loan of 
a single dollar because of the deposit 
with ft of state moneys; nor did I owe 
tho People'" hnnlt a Flngle penny, for 
every dollar I ever borrowed from it was 
promptly paid back by me at maturity."

Since then England has given as- 
surance that she will evacuate Egypt

With the Klowas tho 
dance is \vhat its name suggests, fan- 
tastic evolutions of the limbs and body, 
continuing- until the dancer falls ex- 
hausted.

and of the name diameter. These mini- 
ature home? have been maile oy In- 
dians and are historically correct :ep- 
resentations of those in the final con- 
vention to which reference has been 
made 
There vill also be coriect re- 


productions of the shields and heraldic 
devices which were used in the days o£ 
tho old regime. 


The symbols emblazoned on the tepees 


of these Indians have a peculiar sig- 
nificance, as the decorative \\ork is ac- 
companied by thp most solemn religious 
ceremonies. One of the unwritten li\\s 
of the tribe prohibits any member from 
making a decoration which belongs to 
any subdivision except the one of which 
he is a member. After the confidence 
of the Indians hafl been secured suffi- 
ciently to allow the models of the tepcea 
to be made ^Tr. Mooney has stated that 
he was obliged to secure the seivices o? 
one or more Indians in each of the six 
subdivisions into which the tribe -was 
divided in 1S67. The subdivisions wero 
Ree, 
Elk, Kiowa proper, Big Shields. 


Kiowa-Apache and Black Boys. This 
work was finally accomplished, and tha 
models are now being made. 


In 
obtaining reproductions of tha 


shields the greatest difficulty was en- 
countered. 
The tribal law forbidding 


the making of a tepee of another sub- 
division applies with even greater force 
to the making: of the shields. 


In order to get reproductions of thesa 


shields Mr. Mooney was obliged to find 
one member of the tribe for each of tho 
many different 
kinds of decorations 


and learn from him the significance of 
the device, its origin and the ceremony 
accompanying its consecration.

was a most laborious task, but it has 
been accomplished, and the eompleta 
system of heraldry of these Indians has 
been formulated, the

dian Inspector Arthur Tinker of this 
city with tho Chippewa Indians in 
Minnesota \\as increased this morn- 
iiiK by tho news of a battle between 
(jnitud States troopB and tho Indians 
in which Mr. Tinker had been wound- 
cJ. 
Tho report of yub*-ouluy that he 


had boon captured .and held wa,s based 
on the boasts of the Indians after he 
had B«iie to Hear island to confer with 
thorn. He returned, late in the night 
of 
Tuesday, 
however, 
with

O'Connor, and reported that after a

fused to surrender

Tho United States troops, put out 


yesterday morning for-the island, and 
there a fierce battle took place. In- 
spector Tinker was on the press boat, 
and was wounded twice, in the arm 
and leg1. 


Two dispatches from him were re- 


ceived by his father, K. R. Tinker, 
in this city this morning. 
One was 


dated last night, and told of the fact 
that he had 
been 
wounded. 
The 


second was dated this morning, and 
road, "All right today. Don't worry." 


His family and friends are there- 


fore; satisfied that he Is safe, and that 
the worst of the affair is over as far 
as he is concerned. 


Accordlns to his dispatches he was 


wounded once in the arm, and once in 
the leg. 
The wound in the arm or 


shoulder was received while he was 
standing near the pilot on the boat. 
The Indians fired from the shore, and 
tho pilot's arm was broken, while In- 
spector Tinker received a flesh wound, 
and his coat sleeve was cut to shreds 
It i:- not known how serious his wound 
in the leg is, but from his dispatch it 
seems to be nothing more than a flesh 
wound.

tValk-r, Minn., Oct. C,—Owing to thl 


thicatenlng attitude of the redskins or. 
Bf-ar island, troops under General Bacon 
were nun Uid to the scene in tugs. Aftei 
a landing had b.?en effected, a shot wa: 
fired from a hnune, the ball striking 
Kdward Harris, ex-marshal of Walker 
a halt'byud. His arm was broken. Im- 
mediately the attack became general 
It seemed that a shot came from evorj 
bush. 
Three of Genej.-al Bacon's mei 


dropped. 


\Vhen the first shot was heard every 


man in the command sprang for cover. 
General Bacon stood straight up, and, 
supported by Major Wilkinson, looked 
right into the eyes of the foe. "Steady, 
men," he calted; "keep cool, now; keep 
cool!" 


Ag-^tn there came a volley from the 


Indians, and then the Krag-Jorgensens 
opened up with a frightful rattle Just a£ 
the pillagers maUf a terrific rush.

Lieutenant Morrison, with 20 men, 


made a rush to prevent the recapture ol 
old Mah-Quod and Bap-D\vay-We-Dung 
The marshals had these men under ar-

Morrison's squad scattered Uie 


Indian^ who tried to rescue the prison- 
ers. 
The Indiana later fired In a desul-
